CJaims 1-33 
are pending. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicants arguments filed February 22. 2005 have been fu^^^_^^ 
not persuasive^ Applicant argues that Ho^ »W «• *» *ach sending assfcned 

- " netwo^Tddnis to the wireless dlent prior to establishing a secure link and further fails to teach 
sending address of a v^eless access point to the wireless ; client Applicant further argues that 
neither Norman nor Inoue provide'suffident r^otivation for the combination thereof proposed In 
the rejection. Examiner respectfully disagrees. 

3. Examiner would point out that Nordman teaches assigning a network address to the 
wireless client [column 4. lines 9-22], further induding sending the network address prior to 
establishing a secure link (I.e. wireless dient is authenticated and allocated address, however 
secure link (IP tunneling) is used after address has been allocated [column 3, lines 35-53 and 
column 7, line 53 - column 8, line 6]. Examiner would also point out mat Nordman teaches that 
the address of the wireless access point. is stored in the wireless dient [column 6. lines 4-23]. 

Furthermore. In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine 
the references, the examiner recognizes that obviou S ness can only be established by combining 
or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the daimed invention where there is some 
teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the 
knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art See In re Fine, 837 F2d 1071. 
5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and/n re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir.

5 Claims 1-33 are rejected under 36 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Nordman 
US Patent 6,061 ,346 in view of Inoue at al. US Patent 6,510.163 (hereinafter Inoue). 

6. As per claims 1. 6. 9 and 17 Nordman teaches a method for controlling access to a 
network by a wireless client, the method comprising; 

assigning a network address to the wireless client wherein the network address has a 

lease period (column 4, lines 13-22]; 

sending the assigned network address to the wireless client priorto establishing a 

secure link [column 7. line S3 - column 8i line 5J; 

sending an address of a wireless access point to the wireless client, wherein the 
wireless access point is adapted to ptovlde access to the r^rkf-r the wireless cOent^umn 
8. ,ines 12-23 and lines 57*7). Furthermore. Nordman teaches an assigning IP address to 
wireless clients for a selected period [column 4. lines 13-221- 

Nordman does not explicitly teach If the wireless cHentfails to establish the secure link 
with the wire.ess access point and request a renewal of the assigned address via the secure link 
within me .ease period, invalidating the assigned network address, thereby prevent the 
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
